1. This office action is in response to applicant's Remark received on 1 1/19/03.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-37, are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 17 and 27, in addition to other elements in 
the respective claim, the prior art does not teach a microwave monolithic integrated 
circuit having a dielectric substrate having MMIC chip opening dimensioned for 
receiving a MMIC chip, and having at least one raised pedestal on the component 
surface that is positioned at the MMIC chip opening; and stress relief portions formed in 
the metallic carrier that provides stress relief during expansion and contraction.
